DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-33 are pending in this application. Amended claims 1, 4, 28 are noted. 

The amendment dated 3/19/07 has been entered and carefully considered. The examiner 
appreciates the amendments to the abstract, specification, and claims. In view of said 
amendment, the objections to the abstract, specification, and claims have been withdrawn. 

Claims 10-33 have been withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a nonelected 
invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-4, 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Lippert (3,386,182) in view of Brown (4,080,927) for the reasons listed in the previous office 
action. 

Claims 5 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Lippert (3,386,182) in view of Brown (4,080,927), as applied to claim 1 above, and further 
in view of Inaoka et al. (5,688,843) for the reasons listed in the previous office action. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 3/19/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 
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Applicant first argues that the reference teaches the use of a fluidized bed and thus fails to 
teach transporting the bodies in the coating zone in a non-fluidized state (pp. 17- 18). 

The examiner disagrees. It is first noted that the instant claims as presently written does 
not preclude the use of a fluidized bed. Hence, the applicant's arguments are not commensurate 
in scope with the instant claims. Secondly, it is noted that fluidized as defined by the applicant is 
solid particles kept in randomly moving fluidized condition by a stream of pressurized gas 
(paragraph 65). It is noted that Lippert teaches that the solid particles move in a circular fashion 
and do not move randomly (col.2 lines 55-72) any more than Figures 1-2 of the applicant's 
drawing indicate. It is the examiner's position that Lippert teaches a non-fluidized state as 
defined by the applicant. 

Applicant's arguments have been considered but are not deemed persuasive.
